_In various accounts which have been 
lately published of the present state of the 
French army very different estimates aro 
given of the actual aggregate atrength of 
the armed forces of France. In an article 
which lately appeared in the Journal des 
Sciences Militaires, the total numbéra of the 
active army and of {ts reserve, and of the 
territorial army and its reserve, are set 
down at 3,600,000 men—in which calcula. 
tion, however, men who, although available 
and Mable to be called to the colours in case 
of emergency, are. nevertheless wholly 
untrained, are included. In the very care- 
fully prepared work on the strength _of. 
France, compiled in the Intelligence 
Branch of the English War. Office by 
Major East, the total strength of the 
active and territorial forces, with their re= 
sorvés, is calculated at 2,473,000 men
